giv en 100 lashes each. The no tices were in

Bro o mfield and 
Seebers treated the warnings with co ntempt, 
swearing they wo uld fill the bo dies o f the 
“ White Caps” with bullets sho uld they at­ 
tempt to carry o ut their warning, and v o w­ 
ing also to defend Mrs. Wilso n. These per­ 
so ns all reside in the co untry a few miles dis­ 
tant fro m English, Crawfo rd co unty, and 
fo rty miles west o f this city. They are all 
v ery to ugh characters, and are charged by 
the peo ple with a number o f o ffenses. 
About midnight of the 17th the “White 
Caps,” fifty strong, rode up to Mrs. Wilson's 
house, where Broomfield and Seebers were 
spending the night. Both men and the woman 
were seized, and, in spite of their piteous pleas 
not to be whipped, taken to the woods, 
stripped, and tied to trees. 
The men were 
given 125 lashes each, the elastic switches 
cutting into the flesh and drawing blood at 
every stroke.

Fcr« uac<*d that some direct means must 
be f uund or Ilu* development of more in­ 
telligent md etlifiuni working; power, 
liad aided by the o bservatio n and exp eri- 
ence gain *d in contact with the minds of 
nearly 2,U00 pupils, I was led to eon 
elude that tin* power our pupils need lies 
in the ability to concentrate the at ton 
tion. 
Then aros» * the q uestion, How may 
the powers of perception and of concen­ 
tration Ik* /gained at school, and made to 
become habits of the mind? 
Plainly , in 
no other way than by regular and sy s­ 
tematic training; to this end. 
Then was 
formulât <1 a variety of exercises, to he 
pr: let iced by the pupils from ten to 
tw enty minutes each day , with no effort 
at learning < r memorizing, although 
these would Ik* attained, but solely to the 
end of acq uiring the power of attention. 
To insure (juiciness and accuracy in 
seeing, the reversible blackboard may Ik* 
made a valuable auxiliary . 
A collection 
of ligures, groups of circles or marks for 
unconscious counting, lists of words and 
long .sentences may each lx> presentís! for 
nn instant, and the pupils lie req uired to 
write or to repeat precisely what they 
havi‘ seen. 
These exercises, it must be 
understood, an* as distinct and apart 
from the work of learning 
l essons as are 
gy mnastic exercises 
from the habit« 
which follow their use, and, like* such 
phy sical exercises, are to he considered 
only as means to an end. 
Various and multiform are the means 
to which the awakened teacher may re­ 
sort to tjuieken the minds of her pupils, 
and to obtain that all important result of 
attention 
accuracy in seeing and hear­ 
ing. 
One of ilu* most renowned of 
Frencheducators was accustomed to re­ 
q uire tlie hoys under his charge to run 
with all speed pa>t the shop windows of 
the sírcete and on returning to write the 
names of ah (he art ivies exposed to view. 
It has U ni provml that the power to con­ 
centrate da* attention may he cultivated 
and strengihened to such a degree, the 
mind becoming more and mort* oliedient 
to the will, that pupils thus prepared are 
able to learn lessons, within their com­ 
prehension, in less than one-half of the 
time form» *rlv req uired. 
J venture to assert that a very large 
part of tie* time spent in study ing lessons 
in school and at home is wasted 
f or lack 
oi early training to habits of perception 
and attention. 
Instead of vexing the mind of the de­ 
linq uent with persistent q uestioning, for 
the men* s;|ke of “ hearing the lesson,” 
an endeavor as hojieloss as that of try ing 
to pump water from an empty cistern, 
let the teacher First make clear the mean­ 
ing of tin* 1<>-on, emphasizing with 
marked distinctness the principal points; 
this dota*, req uire the learm r either to 
write or to ivjK-at the precise words, or 
words of the humo meaning, w hich she 
ha just heard. 
This req uirement, I» ' it 
understood, is not for the sake of com­ 
mitting tin* words to memory , but is a 
means of holding the pupil's entire at­ 
tention until she has full )Kisses*ion of 
the lesson to U* learned. 
To know that 
the results must be produced at once will 
stimulate the 
dullest mind to its full 
measure of activity , and in the effort to 
recall the exa ct mea ning, a nd the corre- 
« ponding words, all other issues must be 
laid a side: the tea cher is ca lling her to a 
q ukk account, and U» er.e is no escape. 


The teac her will find it expedient to 
set apart, each day , short period« of time, 
vary ing in length from ten to twenty 
minutes, according to the « age of her 
pupils, for the single purpose of develop 
ing and strengthening those faculties 
wl deli will* at last, enable them to study , 
according to the true m eaning of the 
word. 
In order to show’ how much may l>e 
accomplished by training the mind to ac 
curacy in hearing, when the power of 
attention has been acq uired, some ex 
am pics, by way of results, are here 
given. 
In my school were assembled 
about forty girls from 14 to 18 y ears of 
age. 
A jioein 
by 
W ordsworth, con­ 
sisting 
of 
twenty -four 
lines, 
was 
perfectly 
recited 
by 
the 
entire 
class in seven minutes; the teacher, as is 
her invariable rule, read each verse once 
only . 
An extract of seventeen lines from 
one of Charles 
L a m b s stories was ac­ 
curately repeated after nine minutes. 
Twenty -one lines read from Washington 
Irving's “ Sketch Book” were instantly 
reproduced without an error. 
A part of the description of the battle 
of Waterloo by Victor Hugo was read 
aloud once, and the listeners immedi­ 
ately recalled thirty -six lines, or 4 \(t 
words, precisely as 
they bad 
heard 
them ; and this was done without the 
least mental strain. 
The power had l**en 
acq uired by «a slow* and sy stematic pro­ 
cess of training, lasting but «a few min­ 
utes at once. —Catharine Aiken in The 
Century . 


Ifm v L ong It Ta ke» to T h in k . 
I)r. J. MeK. Carroll has constructed 
an ingenious apparatus, by which 
he 
can determine with a considerable degree 
of accuracy the time it takes to think, 
and has experimented with many inter­ 
esting results. 
Thus to see while light 
took one-twentieth of a second; to see a 
picture, <me-tenth 
of a second: to see a 
letter, one-eighth 
of a second; to see a 
word, one-seventh of a second; to judge 
between red and blue one-thirteenth of a 
second. 
Home letters and words req uire 
more time to see than others. 
The time 
of remembering can also l*e measured. 
The name of a familiar word takes less 
time to remember than the nam e of a 
letter, though the letter can be seen in 
less time. 
The nam e of the next month 
can be thought of in less time than that 
of the 
la s t. Sensation travels by the 
nerves to tie* brain at the rate of about a 
mile a minute, which is slower than was 
supposed. 
It would be interesting to 
test some of the numerous memory sy s­ 
tems now advertised by this method.

1 think it is an unfortunate fact that 
our public school sy stem is not clastic 
enough to mold itself to the nee Is of 
the individual. 
Grades are a necessity 
in if, and grades must In* q uite rigidly 
fixed. 
But I think that the jtaronts can 
mold the sy stem so Hint there « hall 1m* no 
overpressure. 
A great source of trouble 
is that the parents often positively en­ 
courage the pressure. A mother brought 
to me her daughter, a shamefully over­ 
worked high school scholar: no exercise, 
except the walk to and from school. 
If 
this mother takes my advice, and sends 
word to t In* teacher, “ My daughter is 
not going to stand at the head of her 
class any more; if necessary , she will In* 
honestly and healthily at the foot,” the 
teacher may reply , “ Then she eannot 
graduate and have a diploma.” 
Then 
the mother must mold the public school 
sy stem to her daughter’s needs, and say, 
“ Then she will not graduate. 
1 am con­ 
tent to have it so.” 
Perhaps « he will 
iy>t say this, for parental pride is one 
cause of the overpressure. 
Another cause is parental laziness. 
It 
is easy to keej> a t» oy employ ed « veil­ 
ings by compelling him t<> stay at home 
and study his lessons. 
Otherwise la* 
must cither lie allowed 
to choose la’s 
ow n amusement, in the house or out of 
it (which, 
of course, is not the In-si 
thing), or the parents must have him 
on 
their minds, and provide amusements for 
him, or at least have an oversight of his 
recreations, which is a trouble. 
In prac­ 
tice, too, many parents either let their 
children roam the streets at night, or heg 
the teacher to give their children enough 
lo d t », so that they must have some les­ 
sons to occupy their evenings.— 12. P.

They found 
it to work exceedingly well; so wa ll, in­ 
deed, that in port here they told their 
brother masters of their success. 
Stories 
of vessels having been saved by the 
method were told at infreq uent intervals 
in the South street resorts, and were re­ 
ceived with 
much 
of the doubting 
Thomas spirit. Finally what were looked 
upon as y arns took <>n a color of verity 
with a vengeance, and even the oldest of 
the skippers began to believe in tiie oil 
story . 
The result of this lias been that there

The Brit­ 
ish steamship Barnwell is similarly fitted, 
and its officer« have found that the 
loosening of oven a nnnll

tin* decks of the sb'ann r. 
In eases w here v< 
Is are not specially 
fitted for lighting mountains of water 
with oil, skippers . e* 
over tin* bows bags 
filled with coarse, h ivy oils, which ooze 
through tin* coarse material of which the 
bags are made and has a wonderfully 
calming effect on old Neptune. The only 
trouble in these eases, say tin* « kippers, is 
that the oil is ai t to clog up the canvas 
of the bags and so prevent perfect perco­ 
lation, Tins, C'apt. Lord of the American
